Reticence,
From the Saturday Review.

In the high and difficult art of speak-
ing the truth, silence is to speech what
shadow is to light. 8o to place one's
silence as to increase the amount of
truth conveyed is as important a part of
sincerity as chiaroscuro is of painting.
It is not only that silenee in many! cases
bears so obvious an interpretation  that
it is just as easy and just as dishonest to
deny the truth by silence as by words,
The importance of discietion in abstain-
ing from words lies in this, that truth
requires not merely that what we day or
imply shull not be inconsistent with
facts. Tt requires (in its perfection)
that the impressions we convey shall
correspond with reality as a good | por-
trait corresponds with its subject; that
the proportions shall be preserved, and
the relations with surrounding oljects
truly indicated. 'We see this at once in
thinking of the truth of history. | A
writer who gives undue prnmim:nccm to
one set of facts, or to some favorite per-
sonzge, distorts and misleads as surely
as he could do by definite inaccurncies of
statements, and often in a much more
important sense. And so in that con-
tinual presentation of the affuirs of daily
life in which we are all engaged, to alter
the proportion of things by unavowed
reticence is & more subtle and more dan-
gervus kind of untruthfulness than
mere verbal inaccuracy. The fact is
that we do not take a sufficiently large
view of truth. We do not consider
enough how deep and wide a foundation
of patient thought, of forbeuring justice
and clearsighted generosity must be
luid before a perfectly transparent sur-
face can be even possible. Perfect siu-
cerity is the result of a deep inward or-
der, in which the true relution of things
are grasped so firmly that our words,
our silence, and everything else which
goes to make up our intercouise with
each other, fall into their right places
without an effort. For silence has its
right place as well as spcech. There are
subjects veiled by natural delicacy, and
facts marked off by confidential barriers,
and trifles with a healty mind shakes off
like dust, and wounds to be gently
shielded, and delightful discoveries to
be reserved for favored explorers, and
many other spots sacred to silence. The
question is, how to combine the perfect
preservation of these sanctuaries with
the openness which inspires perfect
trust. 'We can no more confide in one
whose mind seems to be full of dark
places than in one who lays everything
bare. We look to a friend for sheltering
wings to brood over our confidences, not
for magpie tricks of concealment.

The Peacock Hall of Delhi.

Peeuliarly set apart for the reception
of nobility is a quadrangle of moderate
dimensions.”

The
throne itself is six fiet long by four
feet browd. It stood on six assive
feet, which, with the body, were of solid
gold, inlaid with rubies, emeralis and
dinmonds, Tt was sormounted by a
canopy of gold supported by twelve
pillies,  ull riehly emblazoned with
costly gews, and a fringe of pemls orna-
mented the bordis of the canopy.  De-
tween the two peacocks stood the figure
of & parrot, of the ordinnry size, said
to have been carved out of a sinele em-
erithl.  On either side of the  throne
stood a chatta or umbrella, one of the
Oriental emblems of voyality. They
were made of erimson velvet, rviehly
embreiderad and fringad with pearls,

A Mechianieal Whale.

But a short time ago the world was
startled by the deadly effects of the tor-
pedo; and as this fearful engine of naval
warfare is every day arriviug at a great-
er state of perfection, it bids fair before
long to completely drive out of the field
our costly noncladsg We cease, how-
ever, to marvel ut the torpedo, when we
hiear of the latest discovery in selentific
warfare —uamely, a submarine boat.
This boat, named of the designer of the
“Garrett” torpedo boat, ean be made to
sink, rise, move forward or backward,
above or below the surface, at the will
of the manipulator. It is cigarshaped,
running toa point at each end, in length
about fourteen feet, and in width about
tive feet. It is constructed of ivon plates
nearly a quarter of an inch in thickness,
and the weight of the bouat, including
ballast, is about five tons. It is pro-
pelled by means of a four-bladed screw,
worked from within by an ingenious
combinution of treadle and fly-wheel,
and is steered by means of an ordinary
radder. The bout is balanced evenly by
means of a leaden keel, nearly two feet
broad and weighing about two tons

boat by means of a little square tower,
rising from the center of the cigar to a
height of about two feet. Omnee within
and Liaving elosed this manhole, the op-
erator ean descend when he plenses.
